the magnitude of local enterprises and 
the high standing Brainerd is taking. 
4 ‘Brainerd is facing a marv elous era of 
growth;” said a leading Duluth man, 
formerly of Brainerd, recently , “ only 
she does not know it.” 
The ey es of 
the iron men of the United States are 
turned toward the city of Brainerd as 
the metropolis of the Cuy una range, 
one of the probabU principal sources 
of supply of that indispensable metal. 
The Cuy una range is y et in its in­ 
fancy . 
It has not y et begun to be pro­ 
ductiv e, but nev ertheless capitalists 
from the iron districts of Pennsy lv ania 
and the east in general are eagerly 
seeking for acreage on the rang** and 
are inv esting freely and heav ily in 
prospecting and dev eloping work. 
It 
is l>ey ond the scope of this article to 
discuss in detail the Cuy una or its de­ 
v elopments, but the fact that the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railroad paid about $40,- 
000 for 40 acres of land which it had 


to date machinery .

v ery few if any towns in the United 
States where there are as large bodies 
of men employ ed is there as little fric­ 
tion between the men and the officials. 
Brainerd has been afflicted with few 
strikes, and of the few which hav e oc­ 
curred practically all hav e originated 
either on other parts of the Northern 
Pacific sy stem or on other sy stems.

railroad company ’s shops in this city 
that they are often utterly ignored. 
The shops are the heav iest on the sy s­ 
tem and one of the best plants in the 
United States. 
Ev ery branch of re­ 
pair work and construction ex cept in 
passenger coaches is conducted in this 
city and the plant cov ers about 8 0 acres 
of land. 
The entire v alue of the plant 
is estimated at $3,000.000, the company 
hav ing added ov er a quarter of a mil­ 
lion of dollars to its inv estment here in 
the y ear liK)8, erecting eight large 
buildings and equipping them with up

there 
has been nothing ap­ 
proaching rioting and little ev en of the 
rowdy ism which so frequently is an ac­ 
companiment of labor disagreements.

of those used west of there. 
Last y ear the foundry employ ed an 
av erage of 185 men and had a monthly 
pay roll of about $12,000 per month. 
Castings of the largest size, including 
huge locomotiv e cy linders and wheels 
are turned out here. 
The senior mem­ 
ber of the firm is C. 
N. Parker, of 
this city who is a director and stock­ 
holder in the Citizen’s State Bank and 
also a heav y property owner in other 
lines. 
H. W. Topping, the junior mem­ 
ber, resides in St. Paul, 
where the 
company also has an office. 
In addition to these there are a num­ 
ber of minor industries which contri­ 
bute regularly to the wealth of Brain­ 
erd.

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water power of the Mississippi riv er at 
Brainerd. 
At present the plant here 
is turning out about 25 tons of pulp per 
day which is shipped to v arious j>oints 
in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
There 
are about 35 men employ ed during the 
summer, div ided into two shifts, the 
plant running day and night. 
During 
the winter months a crew of from 50 
to 60 men is employ ed. 
The pay roll 
at present amounts to about $1500 per 
month. 
For some time the company 
has talked of establishing a paper mill 
in this city and that they intend to do 
so in the near future is indicated by 
the fact that when the lease of the city 
on water power to the ex tent of 500 
horse power, which is used for the pur­ 
pose of furnishing the city with elec­ 
tric lights, ex pired last March, the 
company refused the lease for any set 
period of time, only consenting to fur­ 
nish power with the priv ilege of dis­ 
continuing at any time with six months 
notice. 
In fact one of the officials 
stated to the city authorities that the 
company , if its plans matured as ex ­ 
pected, hoped to need the entire power 
of the riv er for its own use in the near 
future. 


BRAINERD BREWERY 
The Brainerd Brewing Company , of 
which Dr. Werner Hemstead and Ed­ 
ward Boppel are the principal stock­ 
holders, has a good sized plant in the 
south side of the city and is planning

Iron Men of America Turning their 
Eyes Toward the Cuyuna Range 
For Investments 


N. P. SHOPS LARGEST INDUSTRY 


Other Industrial and Mercantile In­ 
terests Well Represented in 
This Thriving City 


To the bankers of the Sixth District, 
who are the guests of the Brainerd 
bankers in particular and of the city in 
general, a brief resume of Brainerd 
and some of her leading industries, 
business enterprises, etc., may be of 
interest, as well as to our regular read­ 
ers who sometimes fail to appreciate 
the magnitude of local enterprises and 
the high standing Brainerd is taking. 
* ‘Brainerd is facing a marvelous era of 
growth;” said a leading Duluth man, 
formerly of Brainerd, recently, “ only 
she does not know it.” The eyes of 
the iron men of the United States are 
turned toward the city of Brainerd as 
the metropolis of the Cuyuna range, 
one of the probable principal sources 
of supply of that indispensable metal. 
The Cuyuna range is yet in its in­ 
fancy. It has not yet begun to be pro­ 
ductive, but nevertheless capitalists 
from the iron districts of Pennsylvania 
and the east in general are eagerly 
seeking for acreage on the range and 
are investing freely and heavily in 
prospecting and developing work. 
It 
is beyond the scope of this article to 
discuss in detail the Cuyuna or its de­ 
velopments, but the fact that the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railroad paid about $40,- 
000 for 40 acres of land which it had 


to date machinery. 
Th.* average num 
ber of men employ d in the shop and 
store departm nts of th • city for the 
past year was about 13O0. while the 
Northern Pacific ! rnndrv employed an 
average of 2<)0 more. 
The average pay 
roll of the shops, including the store 
department was about $60,O'IO per month 
during the past year.

One thing in regard to the shops and 
the shop men of Brainerd to which 
every citizen points with pride is the 
intelligent, saving, orderly and law 
abiding character of its people and es­ 
pecially of the men in the shops. 
In 
very few if any towns in the United 
States where there are as large bodies 
of men employed is there as little fric­ 
tion between the men and the officials. 
Brainerd has been afflicted with few 
strikes, and of the few which have oc­ 
curred practically all have criginated 
either on other parts of the Northern 
Pacific system or on other systems.

Of these 
the shops alone have had an average 
pay roll of about $60,000, the foundry, 
yards, depot employees and Minnesota 
& International raidroad’s pay roll 
making up the balance. 


RAILROAD SHOPS 
Although there are other manufact­ 
uring industries in Brainerd which 
would be considered as of the highest 
importance and would be featured in 
the write-ups of most cities the size of 
Brainerd, they are so overshadowed by 
the immensity of the Northern Pacific 
railroad company’s shops in this city 
that they are often utterly ignored. 
The shops are the heaviest on the sys­ 
tem and one of the best plants in the 
United States. 
Every branch of re­ 
pair work and construction except in 
passenger coaches is conducted in this 
city and the plant covers about 80 acres 
of land. The entire value of the plant 
is estimated at $3,000,000, the company 
having added over a quarter of a mil­ 
lion of dollars to its investment here in 
the year 1908, erecting eight large 
buildings and equipping them with up 


curred there has been nothing ap­ 
proaching rioting and little even of the 
rowdyism which so frequently is an ac­ 
companiment of labor disagreements. 
This is largely because, not only of the 
willingness of both the men and the

NORTHERN PACIFIC FOUNDRY 
The industry in Brainerd next in mag­ 
nitude to the Northern Pacific shops is 
the Northern Pacific foundry. This in­ 
stitution is owned by Parker & Topping 
and has the contract for all the cast­ 
ings used by the railroad company east 
of Helena, Mont., and furnishes many 
of those used west of there. 
Last year the foundry employed an 
average of 185 men and had a monthly 
pay roll of about $12,000 per month. 
Castings of the largest size, including 
huge locomotive cylinders and wheels 
are turned out here. 
The senior mem­ 
ber of the firm is C. N. Parker, of 
this city who is a director and stock­ 
holder in tho Citizen’s State Bank and 
also a heavy property owner in other 
lines. 
H. W. Topping, the junior mem­ 
ber, resides in St. Paul, where the 
company also has an office. 
In addition to these there are a num­ 
ber of minor industries which contri­ 
bute regularly to the wealth of Brain­ 
erd.

Competent printers are employed and 
the output of the Dispatch job depart­ 
ment is first-class in every respect, 
anything from a vi-iting card to a 
thousand ;page pook being within the 
power and scope of the office.

Boyd Drawn on Jury in Case Be­ 


ing Tried by Attorney Who 


Had Convicted Him 


A rather dramatic arrest and return 
to incarceration wa« that of B. F 
Boyd, of this city, who was taken to 
Grand Rapids Monday by the sheriff of 
Itasca county to serve a sentence im­ 
posed by a justice in Northome, a few 
years ago. 
Boyd, it will be remembered, was ar­ 
rested together with a banker named 
Ward, of Fairmont, charged with kill­ 
ing cow moose, the party shot three. 
A fter a hard fought trial in which 
Attorney E. E McDonald, of Bemidji, 
succeeded in convicting Boyd, while 
Ward secured a disagreement of the 
jury. 
Boyd jumped his bonds after 
conviction and the Itasca officers re­ 
ported themselves as unable to find 
him. 
When the case of Barnard Bros. vs. 
The Northern Express company came 
up for trial in the district court here a 
a few days ago Mr. McDonald appeared 
for the company and what was his sur­ 
prise when Boyd was drawn as a juror. 
He w'as of course quickly disposed of as 
a juror and the sheriff of Itasca county 
notified. 
He came down and took Boyd 
to Grand Rapids. 
As an example of 
Boyd’s monumental nerve, he is said to 
have been a candidate for appointment 
as deputy game warden at the time of 
Mr. Rardin’s appointment this spring. 
At the time of Boyd’s trial in North­ 
ome he w'as under indictment for a 
statutory offense in this county, but 
the case was afterwards dropped.

Steady Increase in Public Busi­ 


ness Indicates Prosp erity 


of the City 


The 
Omnibus 
public building bill 
which passed the house of representa­ 
tives May 15th and the senate on the 
20th, and has since become law by the 
signature of the president, contained 
an appropriation of $45,000 for a public 
postoffice building in this city which will 
be erected upon the property acquired by 
1 the government at the comer of Sixth 
and Maple streets for a postoffice site 
that will be a credit to this city. 
The 
: initiatory steps taken to secure this 
improvement were 
made by former 
Congressman Buckman during his first 
orm at w hich time a bill was introduced 
>ut failed of passage, the following ses­ 
sion of congress a bill was passed ap- 
pr « printing $10,000 or so much thereof 
as was necessary for the purchase of a 
site. 
When Congressman 
Lindbergh 
was elected to the office he took the 
m atter of securing an 
appropriation 


f o: a building for this city up and in- 
t r » iuced a bill appropriating $50,000 
for such purpose and hi- success in the 
m itter isjassured by the appropriation 
m ale in the public building bill. 
At 
th opening of congress it was not 
thought that a public* building bill would 
be passed but sufficient pressure was 
brought to bear upon congress to eon- 
vin e the members of the necessity of 
such a measure, especially in the north­ 
west where public buildings with mod­ 
ern conveniences are needed to accom­ 
modate the 
growing 
business, and 
through the efforts of Congressman 
L ndbergh the results above noted have 
j b *en attained. 
That it has been made 
; ossible for the erection of a suitable 
building in this city to accommodate 
the government business will be ap- 
' p-eciated by the public and the grow­ 
ing business of the postoffice by the 
time the new building is ready for occu- 
; t ancy will certainly w arrant the ex- 
! penditure of money in its construction. 
While no information is at hand it is 
Altogether probable that work on the 
>uiiding will not be commenced this 
season although the preliminaries will 
oe arranged, plans submitted and eon- 
ract let without doubt so that it can 
be completed in 1909. 
During the past eight years the busi­ 
ness of the postoffice has gradually in- 
creased,|the receipt from the postal 
account for the year ending Dec. 31st, 
1907, being $16,466.50 as compared with 
S12.53S.62 for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1901. 
The money order business has 
increased in a corresponding ratio with 
the other business of the office, the 
number of orders issued in the past 
year being 13,546 representing over 
$110,000 as compared with 9,453 repre­ 
senting $64,696.40 issued in 1901. 
The establishment of free delivery, 
however, 
has 
reduced 
the revenue 
from box rents of the office to $600 at 
the present time which 
were over 
$1,600 at the time of it s installment 
making an additional $1,000 increase in 
the postal account in comparing the 
above figures. 
The 
postoffice 
was 
moved from Seventh 
street to its 
present quarters in the Odd Fellows 
block on Sixth street on July 15th, 1900, 
and free delivery service was establish­ 
ed Nov. 1st, 1901, with three carriers, 
Bussell C ass, John Thompson and J. J. 
Nolan. 
The business of 
the 
office 
warranted the addition of a mounted 
carrier the following year arc! on July 
1st, 1902, Carl Brockway was added to 
to the force of carries. 
In 1905 anti 
1908 rtdditional^carriers, C. A. Nelson 
and Frank Russell, were appointed, 
making the force at the present time 
six city carriers, and the service now 
covers three business deliveries and 
two complete residence deliveries daily, 
and is considered as good as any city in 
the northwest. 
Three rural carriers cover the county 
to the east, southeast and south of the 
city, Win. M. Everest, Albert Young 
and Geo. W. Fallon being the carriers. 
The office force proper consists of 
George W. Grewcox, assistant post­ 
master, and who will complete his fif­ 
teenth year of continuous service in 
June of the present year; W. A. Spen­ 
cer, mailing clerk; MaggieL. Atherton, 
registry and money order clerk; Clar­ 
ence B. Stickney, assistant mailing and 
general delivery clerk; Carl Wright, 
general delivery clerk. 
The monthly pay roll a t the present 
time is nearly $1,300 which includes the 
postm aster’s salary.

Steady Increase in Public Busi­ 


ness Indicates Prosperity 


of the City 


The 
Omnibus public building bill 
which passed the house of representa­ 
tives May 15th and the senate on the 
20th, and has since become law by the 
signature of the president, contained 
an appropriation of $45,000 for a public 
postoffice building in this city which will 
be erected upon the property acquired by 
the government at the corner of Sixth 
and Maple streets for a postoffice site 
that will be a credit to this city. 
The 
initiatory steps taken to secure this 
improvement were made by former 
Congressman Buckman during his first 
erm at which time a bill was introduced 
but failed of passage, the following ses­ 
sion of congress a bill was passed ap­ 
propriating $10,000 or so much thereof 
as was necessary for the purchase of a 
site. 
When Congressman 
Lindbergh 
was elected to the office he took the 
m atter of securing an appropriation 
for a building for this city up and in­ 
tro iuced a bill appropriating $50,000 
for such purpose and his success in the 
m atter is^assured by the appropriation 
m aie in the public building bill. 
At 
th J opening of congress it was not 
thought that a public building bill would 
be passed but sufficient pressure was 
brought to bear upon congress to con- 1 
vince the members of the necessity of 
such a measure, especially in the north­ 
west where public buildings with mon- J 
em conveniences are needed to accom­ 
modate the 
growing 
business, and 
through the efforts of Congressman 
Lmdbergh the results above noted have 
bjen attained. 
That it has been made 
jossible for the erection of a suitable 
building in this city to accommodate 
the government business will be ap­ 
preciated by the public and the grow­ 
ing business of the postoffice by the 
time the new building is ready for occu­ 
pancy will certainly w arrant the ex­ 
penditure of money in its construction. 
While no information is at hand it is 
^together probable that work on the 
milding will not be commenced this 
season although the preliminaries will 
be arranged, plans submitted and con­ 
fract let without doubt so that it can 
be completed in 1909. 
During the past eight years the busi­ 
ness of the postoffice has gradually in­ 
creased,(the receipt from the postal 
account for the year ending Dec. 31st, 
1907, being $16,466.50 as compared with 
$12,538.62 for the year ending Dec. 31, 
! 1901. 
The money order business has 
increased in a corresponding ratio with 
: the other business of the office, the 
number of orders issued in the past 
I year being 13,546 representing over 
I $110,000 as compared with 9,453 repre- 
1 senting $64,696.40 issued in 1901. 
The establishment of free delivery, 
has 
reduced 
the revenue 
from box rents of the office to $600 at 
the present time which 
were over 
$1,600 at the time of its installment 
making an additional $1,000 increase in 
the postal account in comparing the

Weapon That la Likely to Make Great 
Changa In Art of War. 
Alfred Pouteaux of Dijon. France, 
has invented a new cannon which, 
although it is noiseless, seems destined 
to make some noise in the world, 
lf 
half he claims for it is true his inven­ 
tion will completely change the art of 
war. 
The new cannon consists essentially 
of a tube open at both ends. 
In spite 
of its harmless look, it can throw 
projectiles of the ordinary weight and 
size to a far greater distance than any 
cannon known and do it silently, with­ 
out smoke or flame. 
The energy used 
la electric. 
M. 
Pouteaux’s 
"electro 
magnetic 
transporter” resembles in shape the 
ordinary cannon, save that it has no 
breach. 
It is aimed much as any oth­ 
er great gun. 
As the loading consists 
merely in placing the projectiles in the 
open tube, it is estimated that a thou­ 
sand shots a minute can be fired with­ 
out any trace of beating. 
Indeed, no 
heat at all is generated. 
It would be possible to make such a 
cannon out of celluloid, for not only is 
there no heat, but the shock is re­ 
duced to a minimum. 
It follows that 
lighter shells can be used and explo­ 
sives far more sensitive than melinite 
or nitrogen tin. 
Artillery of this sort would be cheap, 
demanding only a rifled tube open at 
both ends. 
But its chief advantage 
is that it would suppress the necess ty 
of having on hand in forts, arsenals 
and warships the present enormous 
stock of capricious and deadly explo­ 
sives. 
Of course M. Pouteaux is silent upon 
the most interesting point—how the 
electric energy is used and applied. 
He will only say that at a given mo­ 
ment Hie electric energy is ti ausform­ 
ed into a propulsive force and that this 
is done instantaneously. 
The French war office is watching 
the experiments now being carried on 
At Dijon.

Weniey Thinks Historical 
Research May Prove Startling. 
Fear of the result of investigation of 
the historical origin of the Christian 
religion was the basis of a paper read 
the other morning by Professor R. M. 
Weniey of the University of Michigan 
before the Episcopal congress at De­ 
troit. 
“Our knowledge of the historical Je­ 
sus is most fragmentary,” he said. 
“The New Testament teems with dis­ 
crepancies. The truths of Christianity 
clo not seem to be peculiar to it 
Sim­ 
ilar teachings are found in other and 
older religions. 
We know very little 
Indeed of Jesus. 
The materials for a 
biography of Jesus do not exist. 
“My own conviction is that the neg­ 
ative process of historical research is 
lestined to travel even further, and It 
may be that when criticism comes to 
clarify the evidence and to reconstruct 
the situation from an exact historical 
standpoint 
we 
shall 
stand 
aghast, 
stricken and helpless.”

T h e T ric k of Opening Them as P ra c­ 
ticed by the Tah itian s. 
“Husking a cocoanut is one of the 
simplest 
looking 
operations 
in 
the 
world, but I have not seen the white 
man who could do it effectively,” 
writes Beatrice Grimshaw in her book, 
“In the Strange South Seas.” 
Every 
native of Tahiti is apparently born 
with the trick. 
A stick is sharply pointed at both 
ends, and one end is firmly set in the 
ground. 
The nut is then taken in the 
hands and struck with a hitting and 
tearing movement combined on the 
point of the stick, so as to split the 
thick, 
intensely 
tough 
covering of 
dense coir fiber that protects the nut. 
The nut comes forth white as ivory, 
about thq same shape and size ag the 


Brown old nuts that go by ship to 
England 
and 
America, 
but 
much 
younger and more tender, for only the 
smallest of the old nuts, which are not 
wanted in the Islands for copra mak­ 
ing, are generally exported 
A large knife is used to crack the 
top of the nut all around, like an egg­ 
shell, and the drink is ready, a draft 
of pure water, slightly sweet and just 
a little aerated, if the nut has been 
plucked at the right stage. 
There is no pleasanter or more re­ 
freshing draft in the world, and it 
has not the least likeness to the “milk” 
contained,, in the cocoanuts of com­ 
merce. 
No native would drink from 
old nuts for fear of illness, as they 
are considered both unpleasant and 
unwholesome. 
Only the milk of half 
grown nuts is used for drinking, and 
even these will sometimes hold a cau- 
ple of pints of liquid. 
The water of the young cocoanut Is 
food and drink in one, having much 
nourishing matter held in solution. On 
many a long day of hot and weary 
travel I had cause to bless the re­ 
freshing and restoring powers of heav­ 
en’s best gift to man in the tropics, the 
never failing cocoanut.

The W right brothers, famous aero­ 
nauts of Dayton, O., are not disheart­ 
ened over the accident to their aero­ 
plane at Manteo, N. C., the other day. 
They have been using their old ma 
chine at Manteo, and It was learned 
that they have a new and stronger m a­ 
chine already built In Dayton and \vi. 
return to Manteo with that next Au 
gust to go on with their experim ents. 
It 
was also learned from official 
sources that the flight interrupted In 
the accident was designed to be the 
most important performance ever a t­ 
tempted by an aeroplane. 
It was to 
l»e an endurance test In which tut 
operator had expected to remain in the 
air one hour and twenty minutes aud 
would have meant a flight of about 
eighty miles. 
In the government test 
next August the Wright machine will 
have to remain in the air one hour, but 
will not l>e required to cover as great 
a distance as was contemplated in the 
recent performance. 
By actual measurements It was de­ 
term ined th at the machine made a lit 
tie more than eight miles before it 
came down, but the most surprising 
feature of the flight, says a Manteo 
correspondent of the New York Herald. 
is the fact that, according to three per­ 
sons who timed the flight, the eight 
miles were covered in a little less than 
eight minutes. 
The Wrights have Instruments on 
their aeroplane which record speed, al­ 
titude, etc., but they would say noth­ 
ing except to state that when the acci­ 
dent occurred and at other times dur­ 
ing the flight the machine was exceed 
ing sixty miles an hour. 
Those who 
watched it darting around the sand 
hills did not question that statement. 
The Wrights also stated that a head 
wind did not diminish their speed. 
While the two planes and the frame­ 
work 
of 
the 
machine 
were 
badly 
wrecked in the fall, the motor was not 
injured and continued to run after the 
craft came to the ground. 
Wilbur 
Wright, the operator, had his face 
slightly scratched, but both brothers 
were as merry as larks and sang and 
whistled cheerily as they were packing 
up the wreckage. One or both of them 
will go to Europe within a few weeks, 
but they will be back in Manteo with 
their new machine next August. 
W ilbur WTright said that the accident 
was caused by his mistake in pulling 
the wrong steering lever. 
The m a­ 
chine was only fifteen feet from the 
ground, and, turning to look a t a sand 
hill which he was approaching, he felt 
one of the planes touch the sand and 
in a hurried grasp at the levers caught 
the wrong one and sent the machine 
turning som ersaults on the sand. 
The 
levers are very close together, and as 
they are a new feature of the machine 
I the accident is easily explained. 
The 
: W rights appeared to regard it as a 
I very trivial m atter and a thing by 
I which they will profit in the end. 
Being so far behind European govern­ 
ments in dirigible balloons and appar­ 
ently just as far ahead in the develop­ 
ment of the aeroplane, the officials of 
the United States government began to 
turn their attention to the Wrights and 
to the possibility of utilizing the aero­ 
plane as a vehicle for use la warfare. 
Thus far the European governments 
have held that the aeroplane was not 
to be considered yet as a practical 
thing, but the surprising claims of the 
Wrights and the corroborating evidence 
of other authorities induced General 
Allen to take the Important step of giv­ 
ing the Wrights and others a chance to 
build war aeroplanes with the hope 
that the United States might have the 
distinction of giving Its army and the 
world the. first serviceable gasless air 
craft 
Thus It was that last December the 
government asked for bids for a dyna­ 
mo flying machine to be made in ac­ 
cordance with certain general specifi­ 
cations. 
It was to be able to make a 
speed of thirty-six miles an hour, to be 
measured over a course of five miles 
against a wind. Several bids were re­ 
ceived, but the only ones accepted were 
those of the Wrights and A. W. Her­ 
ring. 
The Wrights are to receive $25,- 
000 for their machine lf It proves a suc­ 
cess, and Mr. Herring will get $20,000 
for his machine if it does all he hopes 
it will do. 
The official test Is to be 
made at Fort Myer next A ugust It is 
\his government prize that the Wrights 
were working for in Manteo among 
the sand dunes. 
Their success all depends upon their 
skill in handling the machine. While 
they soar about and alight with the 
ease of a big bird, a person unskilled 
in its operation, and particularly in 
maintaining the equilibrium, would be 
flashed to the earth in a few seconds 
were he to attempt Its guidance. 
One 
of the secrets which they have guard­ 
ed with the greatest care is a device 
whereby they control the outer corners 
'of the two main planes, which corre­ 
spond to the wings of a bird. 
These 
they are able to bend upward or 
downward by the pressure of a lever, 
and that changes the course of the 
craft In an instant, just as a hawk 
while soaring along Is often seen to 
change Its direction by tilting one wing 
or the other slightly. 
In fact, as observed at Manteo, their 
big machine looked like a huge bird as
